'e a doctor rushed over and thrust a 
stethoscope Into his sweater. Oswald 
gasped and said only, "Ouch!" before he 
sank Into unconsciousness. 

Lee Harvey Oswald made no other 
statements after his shooting. He was 
unconscious during the entire ambulance 
run to Parkland Memorial Hospital. 

Ironically, word of Oswald's death 
reached President Johnson before If 
reached Oswald's family. Lyndon Johnson 
and Atty. Gen. Robert Kennedy made a 
special request that Oswald's family be 
placed under a tight guard so that none of 
them would be harmed. 

The President and the dead President's 
brother, according to Secret Service In 
spector Thomas J. Kelley, "were con- 
cerned about the safety of Oswald's family 
and Instructed that all precautions should 
be taken to see that no harm befell them." 

It was a twisted chapter In a long and 
fearsome tragedy. 
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
